The National Red Cross threw its 
full disaster relief staff into the field 
last night for the first time since the 
Mississippi floods of 1927 and 1929 as 
floods threatened thousands of lives 
along the eastern seaboard from Maine 
to the Carolinas. 

Johnstown, Pa., where more than 
2.000 lost their lives in 1889, be- 
came one of the more serious danger 
spots. One death was reported. Work- 
ers were using boats to evacuate reés- 
idents of outlying districts and water 


ran to a depth of more than 15 
feet through streets in the business 
district. 

At Rossiter,, a coal camp in the 
same region, four persons, Russell 
Saye, his wife and two daughters, 
drowned after a dam burst flooded a 
narrow valley. 

The state highway patrol at Indi- 
“una, Pa., received a call from a man 
who reported flood waters had 
“washed away” the village of Huff 
and had carried away three men try- 
ing ‘g rescue a marooned family. 

$10,000,000 Loss Seen. 

As fresh flood threats sent a Red 
Cross staff worker hurrying to Port- 
land, Me., Governor Louis J. Brann, 
of that state, estimated that loss 
would amount to $10,000,000. 

Miss Helen Moses, heading’ the 
disaster relief workers in the state 
of Pennsylvania, was ordered to 
Johnstown but found herself headed 
off by a washout of the Pennsylvania 
railroad ten miles east of the flooded 
city. With automobile roads already 
closéd to travel she planned to con- 
tinue her trip by airplane tomorrow 
morning. ’ 

Wilkes-Barre faced its second se- 
rious flood in less than a week as the 
Susquehanna river rose to 25 feet 
and seemed likely by tomorrow to 
be close to the peak of 20 feet 
reached a few days ago, when four 
persons lost their lives in that area. 

At Altoona workmen labored 
through the night placing sandbags 
to prevent a threatened break of a 
reservoir which might flood the city. 
New Cumberland and Bethlehem 
were among other Pennsylvania 
towns affected by the rising waters.

Probers Seek To Match

WASHINGTON, -March -17.(2)— 
An aggressive effort to show that-the 
American Telephone & Telegraph ‘Co, 
had matched .a. decline in. revenues 
since 1929 with a sharp cut’ in em- 
ployes was made today before the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission as 
it opened public hearings in a $750,- 
000 investigation into the giant util- 


ity. 

Walter Gifford, A. T. & T.. presi- 
dent, was questioned for hours by 
Samuel Becker, special FCC counsel. 
Gifford was the first witness. 

Becker, late in the day, traced an 
upturn in the use of dial telephones 
and automatic switching apparatus, He 
asserted employes of the company 
numbered 364,000 in 1929 and 244,- 
000 last year, or a drop of 120,000. 
Of those “divorced from employment,” 
he declared 74,000 were persons re- 
ceiving $1,000 or less a. year. 

Citing that the company had main- 
tained its regular $9 dividend through- 
out the depression, Becker asked Gif- 
ford whether that “properly demon- 
strates your stewardship toward la- 
bor.” 

Rates Not Reduced. 

The witness-answered that hourly 
rates of pay had not been cut, and 
that if dividends had been reduced thie 
probably would have been done. 

“No one is more unhappy than I 
am about laying people off,” Gifford 
said.

The diplomatic gloom, temporarily 
dissipated by nazi acceptance to send 
delegates to the League of Nations 
council session considering violation 
of the Locarno treaty by German re- 
militarization of the Rhineland, deep- 
ened in the face of the British state- 
ment, 

The British authority expressed the 
belief the Locarno representatives 
could not produce a new mutual se- 
curity pact to replace the old, al- 
though he said delegates were trying 


to find ways which would lead to an 
eventual agreement in which WUer- 
many and “everyone else” could come. 

“The French government is as 
anxious to reach a peaceful solution 
as we are,’ the British authority 
said. “We are trying to agree upon 
the whole program of negotiations.” 

‘Then the storm broke. Maxim 
Litvinoff, soviet Russia’s foreign com- 
missar, bitterly assailed Hitler and 
said his substitute peace proposals 
were a “smoke-screen for aggression.” 

Swiftly, Pierre-Htienne Figndin, 
France's towering foreign minister, 
issued a statement containing two de- 
mands.which he said must be met be- 
fore France will negotiate on Ger- 
many’s peace plans.

Collection Increase Gives 
Solons New Hope of 
Averting Excise Taxes. 


WASHINGTO:/, March 17.—{P)}— 
A sizeable jump in income tax collec- 
tions through March 16 brought 
guarded comment on Capitol Hill to- 
day that it might allow some paring 
of the tax program, and, possibly, 
make any immediate imposition of new 
processing taxes unnecessary, 


‘Some congressional sources pointed 
to the preliminary nature of the treas- 
ury figures, however, and contended 
that even if the «increase continued 
through the month it was insufficient 
to make an appreciable difference in 
the projected tax bill. 

On the basis of a telegraphic poll of 
collection districts, treasury officials 
announced income taxes had produced 
$281,758,082 in the first 16 days of 
the month, a 46.4 per cent gain over 
the corresponding period of 1935. That 
boosted the yield for the fiscal year 
to date to $361,428,990—a 45.6 per 
cent advance over last year. 

Estimates Still Stand. 

The treasury still was unwilling to 
revise earlier revenue estimates. But 
if the 46 per cent “advance for the 


first half of March continued, it would 


boost total receipts for the month to 
$470,000,000. That would be $32,- 
000,000 more than was counted on 
when the budget was drafted.

Immediate Construction of Huge Flood Control and Hydro- 
Electric Project Néar Augusta Is Recommended to 


Board of Engineers. 


Immediate construction of the pro- 
posed $21,000,000 Clark Hill naviga- 
tion, flood control and hydroelectri¢ 
project on the Savannah river was ree- 
ommended by a special board of engi- 
@eers in a report made public today. 

The proposed project is about 20 
miles north of Augusta. 

The report, submitted to President 
Roosevelt yesterday, suggested four 
alternative plans for the project, two 
contemplating construction by the fed- 
eral government, one proposing Cco- 
operation between the federal govern- 
ment and the states of South Caro- 
lina and Georgia, and one proposing 
a special federal agency similar to the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 

; State Action Needed. 

The report explained, however, that 
immediate construction could be un- 
dertaken only if the federal govern- 
ment assumed the project, since legis- 
lative sanction would be necessary in 
South Carolina, and an amendinent 
to Georgia’s constitution probably 
would be necessary before that state 
could contribute to the cost of the un- 
dertaking. 

The board estimated that by invest- 
ing $21,244,000, a property “would 
be obtained having a value of $31,655,- 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—(P)— « 000, or $10,411,000 in excess of cost, 


equal to 40 per cent of the invest- 
ment.” 

The report said the project could 
be completed in three years. 

It was submitted to the President 
without comment by Secretaries Dern 
and Ickes and Chairman McNinch, of 
the Federal Power Commission, wio 
appointed the board. 

Members of the special board were 
Colonel Earl I. Brown, of the army 
engineers; Sherman M. Woodward, 
consultant, national resources commit- 
tee, and Roger N. McWhorter, chief 
engineer, federal power commission. 

They recommended that “the proj- 
ect be constructed ‘as soon as prac- 
ticable’ for the benefit of navigation, 
the control of floods, the development 
of hydroelectric power and the re- 
lief of unemployment.” 

The estimated cost of the project 
was broken down as follows: Naviga- 
tion $4,660,000; Stevens creek proj- 
ect $1,042,000; flood control $100,000 ; 
Augusta canal project $67,000; pri- 
mary power $14,600,000; secondary 
power $776,000.

FUNDS FOR CANAL 
IN FLORIDA LOST 


Senate Delays Final Vote 
on $611,000,000 Army 
Measure Until Today.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—After 
two days of debate the senate today 
defeated the Fletcher amendment to 
the War Department annual supply 
bill which sought an appropriation of 
$20,000,000 for continutng work on 
the much-controverted Florida ship 
canal. ‘ 

Previously the lower house had re- 
jected a budgetary recommendation 
for similar funds so that congression- 
al approval of the canal project now 
seems definitely out so far as the pres- 
ent session goes. 

The senate after indecisive debate 
over compulsory military training de- 
ferred until tomorrow a final vote on 
the $611,000,000 army supply bill. 

Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, of 
Florida, sponsor of the canal project, 
held the floor for more than two hours 
defending hig amendment and urging 
its adoption, but in the end the cham- 
ber turned him down by the compara- 
tively close vote of 39: to 34. It was 
a tribute to the venerable senator's 
standing in the chamber that the 
amendment commanded as many votes 
as it did, so vigorous was the opposi- 
tion. 

Provision was made in the $20,- 
000,000 amendment for three other 
disputed public works projects in 
West Virginia, New Mexico and Mis- 
sissippi, with the bulk of the funds, 
approximately $12,000,000, to go to 
the canal. 

A later ballot. 36 to 27, incorpo- 
rated an amendment by Senator 
Neely, democrat, West Virginia, pro- 
viding the $8,000,000. A _ total of 
$3,500,000 of this would go for con- 
tinuing work on the Conchas dam-in 
New Mexico, $2,500,000 for the Sardis 
reservoir in Mississippi, and $2,000, 
000 for the Bluestone reservoir in 
West Virginia. 

This brought the total for rivers 
and habors in the bill to $196,000,000 
and the grand total for both military 
and civil rones to $611,000,000.

FROM STATE ROLLS 


Cut Slated This Month; 
4,000 Other Workers To 
Be Dismissed in April. 


Eight thousand persons will be 
dropped from WPA pay rolls in Geor- 
gia this month, state officials an- 
nounced yesterday as they began prep- 
arations to extend relief work to the 
neediest cases for th- longest possible 
length of time. 

Approximately 4,000 others will be 
cut off by the Works Progress Admin- 
istration in April, it was said. 

Officials stated that 1,900 will be 
affected in Fulton county by_ the 
order from Administrator Harry Hop- 
kins as a part of his plan to drop 
300,000 from WPA in the nation by 
June 30. 

Most of those affected by the reduc- 
tion. will be absorbed by private in- 
dustry, officials said yesterday. Sea- 
sonal jobs in agriculture and industry 
will provide work for many while 
those unable to hold positions because 
of infirmities will be cared for by 
local welfare organizations. 

Georgia officers of WPA said the 
majority of those cut from the rolls 
this month are in south Georgia, where 
a demand for labor is felt as the re- 
sult of increased agricultural activi- 
ties. 

Workers will be cut off on the fol- 
lowing basis: Those who have other 
jobs and depend on WPA for part 
time employment; those who are too 
old or-infirm for efficiency; those 
who have members of their families 
working; and those who fail to reports 
for duty regularly. 

In this way, it was explained, the 


will remain on the pay rolls. 

At present, 54,000 persons are em- 
ployed in Georgia by WPA, which ex- 
pires June 30, Officials said, however, 
that a modified form of the relief ad- 
ministration is expected to be provid- 
ed by congress to continue after that 
date.

The overflow swept down on the 
business district. As this dispatch 
was written the crest was rising at 
the rate of four feet an hour. is 
meant—unless the rain ceased—that 
even those atop roofs were not safe. 

Most Inhabitants Safe. 

The business district lies in a deep 
valley. Most of the town’s 66,000 
inhabitants live on the surrounding 
hills. They were safe. It was the 
business area that faced disaster— 
one almost as terrifying as that of 
1889—and old-timers who survived 
the flood 47 years ago, looked on 
fearfully. 

The waters swept along with a dull, 
unending roar. Bits of wreckage and 
debris bobbled about. Buildings be- 
lieved safe were flooded. Industrial 
plants shut down. Thousands were 
left jobless until the waters subside. 
Residents in the lowlands evacuated 
early, taking their possessions with 
them. 

Highways into the city were impas- 
sable. Those not flooded were 
blocked by slides. Train service was 
suspend The Pennsylvania rail- 
road shops shut down. 

Cross workers were en route 
from Washington. They will have 
to alight at Lilly, 10 miles away 
and come to the stricken town over 
upland highways. 

Damage, however, mounted into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. Only 
one life was reported lost and that 
was at near-by Beaver Dam where 
Henry Belinda, 18, was swept away 
by the Beaver creek as # ripped out 
a wooden footbridge he was crossing. 

Flood conditions were general in 
western Pennsylvania. Every town 
near a stream was endangered. 

Situation Critical. 

In Pittsburgh, the situation was 
becoming critical. Water at the con- 
fluence of the Allegheny and Monon- 
gahela rivers rose to more than 30 


feet, five above flood stage. The 
water backed up into the streets in 
the lower triangle district. 

Automobiles were packed tight in 
the triangle as the ends were hem- 
med in. 

Basements of business houses were 
flooded. Pumps were called into ac- 
tion -but it was a futile fight. 

Indian creek, near Connelsville in 
the coke region, drove 100 families 
from their homes, marooned 50 others 
and washed out a foot bridge. 

Baltimore & Ohio railroad officials 
there said their line east was closed, 

A passenger train was marooned at 
Hyndman in Bedoford county. 

‘Mines in the Fayette county soft 
coal fields were flooded, throwing 
thousands of men out of work. The 
Richmond Radiator & Enamel plant 
was shut down, throwing 800 men out 
of work. 

Trolley service in and out of Union- 
town was suspended, as it was at Sha- 
ron, where snow blocked highways. 
In Erie, Crawford and Evenango 
counties, a similar situation existed. 

20 Houses Swept Away. 

Bus traffic was at a standstill be- 
cause of snow. 

Twenty houses were swept er 
at Brookville, when the Red Ban 
creek rose to its greatest height in 
half a century. No lives were lost. 
Two of the houses jammed against 
the Pickering street bridge and were 
dynamited away to save the structure. 
The Monongahela valley was threat- 
ened by the worst flood in 10 years. 
Thirty-five feet of water was expect- 
ed. Highways in the district were 
blocked by water and landslides. Many 
motorists were marooned. 

In the mountains near Latrobe, 
families in the mining town of Doro- 
thy packed their clothing and blan- 
kets and went to a public school for 


the night. 

Above Brookville, in Elk and Mce- 
Kean counties, a sleet storm put out 
practically all telephone wires. 
Thousands of dollars damage was 
done by falling wires, trees and flood 
water.

60,000 ACRES LAND 
INCLUDED IN PROJECT 

AUGUSTA, Ga., March 17.—(/)— 
The Clark’s Hill plan of development 
recommended by army engineers, calls 
for the construction of a concrete 
gravity dam on the Savannah river 
21 miles above Augusta, creating a 
reservoir of 52 square miles at nor- 
mal pool elevation, and extending 
about 37 miles up the river to Trot- 
ter’s shoals. 

A power house. would be built be- 
low the dam. 

Engineers estimate that 60,000 
acres of land would be required for 
the project, 36,000 of which would 
be cleared for the reservoir. They 
also estimated that between 2,500 and 
3,000 persons would be employed for 
two years; that more than $1.000,000 
would be spent in the purchase of 
acreage and an amount almost equal 
that for clearing the land for the res- 
ervoir. 

The project is planned to provide 
flood control at Augusta; to assure 
a dependable year-round channel for 
navigation between Augusta and Sa- 
vannah; and té make available an 
abundance of cheap electric power for 
distribution in eastern Georgia and 
western Carolina.

Fire Spurs Efforts Toward 
Completion of New $750,- 
000 Church. 


ROYAL OAK, Mich., March 17.— 
(#)—Fire that destroyed the modest 
frame church where Father Charles 
EK. Coughlin began his radio broad- 
casts 10 years ago spurred efforts to- 
day toward completion of the new 
$750,000 Shrine of the Little Flower. 

Wind carried the flames away from 
the new shrine, only 75 feet distant, 
and its stately crucifixion tower as 
the shingle-covered little church, visit- 
ed by thousands of tourists, burned. 

The blaze, attributed by firemen to 
faulty wiring, was discovered only 10 
minutes before the first mass of St. 
Patrick’s Day was to have been cele- 
brated, at 6:30 a. m. The adjacent 
convent of .the Little Flower was 
saved, with difficulty. 

Father Coughlin said the interior 
of the new auditorium might be com- 
| pleted within two months. The cruci- 
fixion tower, a showplace of Detroit’s 
North Woodward avenue suburban 
section, and the Narthex, are com- 
plete, as is the exterior of the audi- 
torium. Services will be transferred 
next Sunday to the Narthex. 

Father Coughlin said most of the 
fire loss, estimated at $30,000, was 
covered by insurance. 

The church, the first in America 
to be dedicated to Ste. Therese of Lix- 
ieux, “The Little Flower of Jesus,” 
was built in 1926 by the parish im 
which there were only 32 families.

Press Association Disclaims 
Man Fired for Activities 
in Guild. 


NEW YORK, March, 17.— 
Federal Judge William Bondy today 
denied the Associated Press an. in- 
junction against the National Labor 
Relations ard in connection with a 
complaint that the press association 
violated the labor relations act in the 
discharge of Morris Watson, a re 
porter, last October. 

The Associated Press had sought to 
restrain the board from proceeding 
with the complaint on the grounds 
that it was being subjected to Tae 
and that the act was unconstitutienal. 
At the same time it denied charges in 
the complaint that Watson was dis- 
missed because of his activities in the 
American Newspaper Guild. 

Judge Bondy held “that the com- 
plainant has not shown that it will 
suffer any injury by reason of the 
mere existence of the act or the mere 
pendency of proceedings against it,... 
that on the present application no ne 
cessity for injunctive relief has been 
established, and that it is therefore 
unnecessary to pass upon the consti- 
tutionality of the act. ...” 

At the same time Judge Bondy 
wrote: 

“The act is said to be unconstitu- 
tional for the reason that it purports 
to regulate the relations of employers 
and employes in industry, a matter not 
within the regulatory powers of con- 
gress over interstate commerce and 
because it violates the freedom of con- 
tract guaranteed by the fifth amend- 
ment, | 

“The contention that the act is 
wholly unconstitutional seems hardly 
tenable in view of the decision of the 
supreme court of the United States in 
Texas and New Orleans’ Railroad 
Company vs. Brotherhood 281, U. S. 
548, in which it was held that rela- 
tions between railroads and their em- 
ployes are subject to regulations 
analogous to those under considera- 
tion.

It now becomes clear why the im- 
perial guard has never yet been 
thrown into battle on the Tigre 
front. The Negus is keeping his 
shock troops in reserve. The 75,000 
regulars, reinforced by an_ equal 
number of laborers, have for months 
been | laying out the defenses before 
Dessie,: building bomb-proof shelters 
and ammunition dumps, dragging ce- 
ment and guns up the mountains, dis- 
tributing the dynamite, digging 
trenches, blocking up narrow trails 
between the cone-shaped piles of loose 
voleaniec rock with which this part of 
the country is dotted. This explains 
also why Dessie has been bombed 
again and again from the air by the 
Italians, and why aerial photogra- 
Phers are seldom out of the sky for 
longer than a day. Rumor has it that 
a similar bulwark is under ¢onstruc- 
tion south of Harrar on the Ogaden 
front. 

It is Haile Selassie’s firm hope 
that Marshal Badoglio will never 
reach the Dessie line, that peace will 
make an end to the war before long, 
but he is confident that the Italian 
army will have a hard struggle if it 
penetrates this far. ‘We may go un- 
der,” he told a Swedish colonel. “we 
may go under, but here at Dessie we 
will fight’ to ‘the last ‘man, If that 
must happen, I assure you that Des- 
sie will be the graveyard of Italy’s 
youth,”

Their respect for the. courts is equally emotional and equally sin- 
cere. They know that some prosecutors are tools of tyranny and some 
judges partizan and prejudiced. They know that jurors and witnesses 
are bribed and accused men tortured until they confess. . But the courts, 
as an institution, still have their confidence and awed respect. They 
are the majesty of the law and therefore holy. 

This feeling that instruments of the nation share the nation’s dignity 
explains the respect paid to the President. Only those who helped 
elect him agree with him; high and low criticise his official acts; and 
all turn against him when he fails.

believe, honestly, that he knows more 
than you do about it, even though you 
be a recognized expert. The slightly in- 
toxicated man thinks his mere opin- 
ion, his little personal experience, 
outweighs any scientific or authorita- 
tive knowledge you may bring to bear. 

The individual under the effects of 
alcohol in moderate excess (excess be- 
ing any quantity of alcohol which 
gives a perceptible odor of alcohol or 
aldehyde on the breath) honestly be- 
lieves his skill, judgment, common 
sense or understanding, wit, discre- 
tion, attention and capacity to act 
promptly better than he thinks it is 
when he is sober. But when such a 
person is subjected to accurate meas- 
urements or tests of these various fac- 
ulties, invariably it is apparent that 
the effect of a drink or two is to weak- 
en or slow every mental or nerve 
function. The slightly jingled d. f. 
thinks he is a better man when he:is 
in that state; any sober observer can 
readily see that he is actually less 
competent in every respect than he is 
when sober. 

Only drinkers regard alcoholic bev- 
erages or liquor as “stimulants,” and 
they have to be slightly intoxicated 
in order to feel confident they are 
right. All scientific authorities know 
that alcohol in any quantity and in 
any circumstances is depressant from 
first to last, depressant to every func- 
tion of body and mind; and when suf- 
ficient alcohol is taken into the body 
it is invariably narcotic in action, a3 
any normal, sober observer can read- 
ily perceive. 

Only a d.f., the d. meaning damned 
or - as..you .prefer, 
alcohol strengthens: anyone or any- 
thing. Not a few d.f.’s have paid with 
their lives for such a false notion, 
as when exposed to extreme cold or 
when called upon to make some 8u- 
preme physical effort involving pro- 
longed strain on the strength or en- 
Alcohol in such 
circumstances is a fatal poison.

I discussed my work with 
doctors, lawyers and narcotic agents 
freely.” 

In practically all his cases, the 
doctor’s testimony showed, his pa- 
tients, in addition to having symptoms 
of various diseases, were also freely 
afflicted by social diseases. 

“Did you issue these prescriptions 
merely to collect the $2 fee on each?” 
asked Lindsay. 

Addicts Poor Pay. 

“No, most of the addicts were not 
good pay. I doubt if I collected half 
of my fees.” 

“Did you split with any druggist?” 

“Never - 

He has never turned away a pa- 
tient who could not afford to pay his 
fees, the doctor testified. 

“Almost all of them would say they 
needed 10 grains a day,” he said. “I 
would give them only what they ac- 
tually needed. I would try to cut 
them down. Many of them quit me 
when I did this.” 

The morphine sulphate sold in drug 
stores on medical prescriptions, Dr. 
Freeman said, is a purer drug than 
the morphine hydrochloride sold by 
peddlers on the street. Theystreet ped- 
dier’s drug, he said, is adulterated 
with chalk or cocaine or aspirin, or 
beet sugar and sometimes, heroin. 

He first prescribed other medicines 
to all addicts, he said, and built them 
up in weight through a milk and water 
diet. 

While Dr. Freeman’s trial was in 
progress before Judge E. Marvin 
Underwood, Freeman W. Johnson, for- 
merly of a Tumlin street address, was 
convicted of possessing drugs before 
Federal Judge C. B. Kennamer, who 
is presiding in an emergency division 
of the United States district court. 

Johnson was sentenced to two years 
and a fine of $200. Narcotic agents, 
in a raid on Johnson’s home, found 
heroin hidden in match boxes.

Aid Other Cities in Saving Lives

mission will study traffic problems as 
they are approached and handled in 
25 other leading American cities, and 
make recommendations aimed at giv- 


ing this city increased safety. 

The Safety Council of The Consti- 
tution, sponsors of a safe driving-safe 
walking campaign in Atlanta and sur- 
rounding territory, praises this effort 
and wishes today to call attention to 
some safety facts. 

What are other large American 
— doing to solve the safety prob- 
em? 

One-Way Streets Are Aid. 
Philadelphia, with a population of 
,000, persons, is but one of the 
one-way streets. 

That city’s main business thorough- 
fare is Chestnut street. It is the fash- 
ionable shopping center, the Bond 
street and the Fifth avenue of the 
city. The street, however, is extreme- 
ly narrow. 

One-way traffic is the rule on 
Chestnut street in the heart of the 
shopping district. er also 
uses the one-way syste for cross 
streets, a plan which has worked out 
admirably and which, merchants at- 
test, has aided rather than hindered 
their business. 

Synchronized Lights. 


Philadelphia also uses synchronized 
traffic lights on certain main streets. 
This system keeps traffic moving at 
a moderate rate of speed. The lights 
are timed to 30 miles per hour, so 


: 


that a motorist moving at that speed 
does not catch a red light at every in- 
tersection, but only at infrequent in- 
tervals. é 

The safety advantages of this sys- 
tem are readily apparent. 

This means that a motorist knows 

he must keep going at the safe, mod- 
erate, synchronized speed or he will 
be halted by the red lights. It means 
also that if he attempts to exceed she 
synchronized limit, the red lights will 
stop him. 
_ The Pennsylvania city, however, is 
just one of the many metropoli striv- 
ing to handle intelligently the safety 
problem. 

Does Atlanta need to learn from 
these other cities? The figures are 
affirmative, for they reveal that this 
city’s death rate from automobiles is 
almost twice the average for American 
cities with populations greater than 

Atlanta’s Disgrace. 

The cities last year with traffic 
fatalities higher than 30 per 100,000 
population were: Miami 44.4, San 
Diego 34.7, Erie 33.1, Indianapolis 
32.2, and Atlanta 32.1. This is 4n

In 1934, Atlanta’s death rate was 
30.8 per 100,000 population. So you 
see readily how this city rates in the 
toll.

In later years Japan set about 
building railways in Manchuria te 
join with those in Korea.

The Chinese had started 
building a railway system in Man- 
cRuria to be owned and operated by 
China. Japan made a protest against 
this, saying it was against an agree- 
ment. 

A bomb blew up a bit of Japan’s 
South Manchurian railway, and this 
led to a clash. Japanese soldiers 
marched into M:e:churia. and Japan 
also bombarded part of Shanghai. 

In 1932 there came a change in 
Manchuria. It was declared free of 
China, and was given a new name, 
“Manchukuo.” Japan said it did not 
“own” Manchukuo, but certainly the 
new government is under Japanese in- 
fluence. 

Manchukuo covers more than half 
a million square miles of land, and 
is the home of close to 30,000,000 peo- 
le. The largest city is Mukden, and 
t was At one time the of the 
Manchu line of rulers. Among the 
sights of the city is the tomb of a 
Manchu emperor, with a 
of an elephant beside it.

; Documents Shown. 

Becker then paraded a series of doc- 
uments which he said showed that 
Graybar could not pass a dividend, 
declare a special dividend, raise sal- 
aries, make or terminate contracts, 
change its corporate set-up “or rent a 
parking lot” without the approval of 
Western Electric. 

“From 1928 to date,” he _ said, 
“every single minute of every direc- 
tor’s meeting of the Graybar Electric 
Company has been ere by the 
president of Western Electric or one 
of its subsidiaries.” 

Saying he was unfamiliar with these 
arrangements, Gifford described them 
as “a comparatively ‘unimportant part 
of dur business.“ 

Upon taking the stand, Gifford tes- 
tified he now is receiving a $206,000 
annual salary compared with a $25,- 
000 salary in 1929. 

Smiling frequently under Becker’s 
rapid questioning, Gifford said atone 
point he was working “on a five-day 
week—plus the other two days.’’ 

He replied affirmatively to Beck- 
er’s question as to whether A. T. & 
T. enjoyed a “virtual monopoly” and 
also conceded that the company is the 
largest private enterprise in the 
world.

Champion Still Stoker Is Stalked 
By U.S.Agents; ‘Soaked’ 6 Months 


John Lyman Walker, champion 
still stoker of Clayton and Henry 
county, was put away for six months 
yesterday because he just can’t quit 
playing with fire. 

Walker’s reputation as a. still 
stoker is the talk of the two coun- 
ties. No one would think of settin’ 
up a still down that way without 
having John Lyman build the fire. 
He just has a way with the matches 
and the kindling. He can chop a 
green limb off a tree and make it 
burn like celluloid. He can do more 
things with a plain old wooden kitch- 
en match than anybody in the two 
counties, black or white. John Ly- 
man is black. 

His reputation was the talk of the 
United States district court yester- 
day where he pleaded guilty to two 
charges of fanning fires for illicit 
purposes. Judge E. Marvin Under- 
wood gave him the maximum for the 
simple charge of helping to operate 
a still. That was six months in jail. 

Just day before yesterday John 
Lyman had forfeited two bonds of 
$500 each for tending a fire under 
a still in Henry county during last 
October and for tending a fire under 
a still in Clayton county in January. 
John neglected to show up. for trial 
so his bondsmen lost the $1,000. 

Night before last, Alcohol ‘Tax 
Agent Frank C. Clark roaming UClay- 
ton county in quest of stills found 
one operating briskly. He moved in 
and grabbed three men, oné of whom 
was John Lyman, kneeling intently 
and piling on more wood under the 
bubbling mash. So, John Lyman ap- 
peared unwillingly in federal court 
yesterday, just 24 hours too late to 
save that $1,000. 

He pleaded guilty with a display 


of open discouragement. He was in- 
clined to argue a bit about that Jan- 
uary fire. 

“You know it was awful cold in 
January when we had all that ice 
and snow?” he reasoned. “Well, 1 
was a-walkin’ through the woods and 
I was most freezin’ to death. I fig- 
gered a little fire would help my 
hands and feet. So, I stopped and 
built a fire. I.was warmin’ up nice 
when this revenue man run up and 
grabbed me and, doggone, there was 
a stil] right over the fire I had built.

Sarvey Shows 55 Per Cent 
of Firms Retained

WASHINGTON, March 17.—())— 
After a survey of 41,550 firms, la- 
beled as a general cross-section of “‘in- 
dustry as a whole” a presidential com- 
mittee today reported that 55 per cent 
of the establishments studied had re- 
tained the wage- and hour standards 
set by the now-dead NRA.
